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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1 . Applicants' amendment filed June 17, 2009 has been fully considered; however, 
the amendment has not been entered given that it raises other new issues that would 
require further consideration and/or search. 

With respect to new issues, independent claim 1 has been amended to include a 
new limitation which states that the fly ash has two peaks in the particle size distribution. 
It is the examiner's position that this is a new issue since this combination was not 
presented before, i.e., claims dependent on 1 were not presented before with this 
combination. Therefore, the amendment would require further consideration and/or 
search. 

In the interest of better enabling the applicants to assess the patentability of their 
claims, the following advisory is given: If the amendment had been entered, the 
rejection of claims 1 , 2 and 5-14 would be withdrawn because Hwang (WO 99/37592) 
does not teach the new limitation in which the fly ash has two peaks in the particle size 
distribution. However, the claims would not thereby automatically become allowable 
since the amendment if entered would raise new issues necessitating further search 
and examination.
